Dr. Anderson has made arrange- 
ments with Dr. Sparrow, vetetrinar- 
jan of Calgary, to help with calt- 
hood vaccination. He will be start- 
ing in Township 28, range 4, on 
Monday December 7th and will 
work eastward through the whole 
of township 28. 

We are anxious to get this job 
completed just as soon as possible 
and before the heifer calves get too 
old. In the case of cattle breeders 
with purebred stock and who ex- 
pect to export breeding stock the 
heifer calves must be vaccinated by 
the time they have reached the age 
of eight months. In a case like this 
the veterinarians will vaccinate 

| those calves immediately. Applica- 
| tion should be made through this 
office or directly to Dr. Anderson. 
Except for purebred herds the vet- 
erinarians will not deviate from 
their policy of taking them as they 
come working from farm to farm, 
a township at a time. 

Apparently there still are a few 
individuals who think that this vac- 
cination is done for free. Such is 
not the case. As stated in this 
column before the charge is as 
follows: $1.00 per head for the first 
ten and 40 cents per head there- 
after on any one premises. This is 
the veterinarian’s fee and is pay- 
able to him upon completion of the
